T he Selective Service Act is now 
actually in force and through the lo­

EXCHANGING PRISONERS 


England has ju st begu n to ex change prisoners 
with Germany . 
The first Germ ans retu rned to their 
Fatherland are reported to be sadly disappointed. 
They complain that the food is far worse in qu ality 
and mu ch less in qu antity than w hat they were giv en 
in the British prison camps, and that they are forced 
to perform intolerably hard war tasks. 
T he British, on the contrary , rejoice to retu rn 
home, and with good reason. 
Many of them are 
phy sical wrecks. 
Nearly all are incapacitated for 
ordinary work by the hardships and cru elties to which 
they were su bjected by their captors. 
It is the same ex perience that the French hav e 
had since they began trading prisoners a few weeks 
ago. 
It serv es to ex plain why the Allies hav e so 
long refrained} from the cu stom , almost w ithou t 
ex ception in prev iou s w ars, of ex changing prisoners, 
with the enemy as soon as possible after their captu re. 
N either the British nor French are su rprised. 
They knew ex actly what to ex pect. 
They realized 
that while they sent the captu red Germans back home 
in good health and spirits, proofs of scru pu lou sly 
fair and decent treatm ent du ring their captiv ity , the 
men retu rned by Germany wou ld be for the most 
part an economic liability . 
They knew, too, that they cou ld not ex pect the 
G erm an gov ernm ent to heed the international ru le 
that ex changed prisoners shall not retu rn to the arm y , 
nor need they ex pect the indiv idu al Germans to keep 
their parole. 
There is no more honor in Germany . 
T he men sent home will retu rn, as a m atter of cou rse, 
to some form of m ilitary serv ice. 
Some hav e al­ 
ready . 
The records m ay be falsified, bu t there is no 
qu estion of the fact. 
Knowing this, England and France hav e decided, 
nev ertheless, to trade considerable nu mbers of pris­ 
oners, as a hu m anitarian measu re. 
It will giv e G er­ 
m a ny an u ndeserv ed adv antage and make the w ar a 
little harder to win, hu t they pu t hu m anity before 
m ilitary u tility . 
The United States will no dou bt do 
likewise.

Charles Latlirop Pack, president of the 
N ational W ar G arden Commission, say s: "T he idea 
of cu ltiv ating the waste places, of conv erting ‘slacker 
land’ of u nu sed back y ards and v acant lots, seems 
to hav e girdled the globe. 
The ‘city farm er.’ the 
man wlio is helping himself at the same time that he 
is aiding the nation and the Allies to win the war, is 
an ou tgrow th of the conflict, bu t it is probable he 
has com e to stay .’’ 
O ne of the interesting facts abou t this w orld­ 
wide back-to-the-soil-in-y ou r-ow n-y ard mov ement is 
that the U nited State- is looked to as leader. 
O u r 
national commission has receiv ed requ ests for adv ice 
and inform ation and for gardening and canning 
booklets from Eu rope, Sou th America. A u stralia, 
China, the Philippines, A laska, New Zealand and 
m any more places. 
The 4 00-acre war garden cu lti­ 
v ated by soldiers at Camp Dix , N. J., has serv ed as 
an inspiration and model for sim ilar gardens at other 
cam ps in this cou ntry . 
And it is said that soldiers 
in the French and British arm ies hav e gone in for 
v egetable gardening behind the line- with marked 
su ccess. 
Statistics may be compiled to show how mu ch 
foodstu ft has been added to the w orld’s su pply by 
this im portant mov ement. 
The health and pleasu re 
that are joint crops with the v egetables will be harder 
to tabu late. 
\ et they will he am ong the most v alu able 
fru its of w ar gardening throu ghou t the world. 


T he Swiss, hard hit by the cost of liv ing, are 
said to be economizing by pu tting bigger holes in 
their cheese. 
N ex t thing the Italians will be doing 
the same thing with their macaroni, and stretching 
their spaghetti thinner. 


The "open day ” for selling dried fru it has arriv ed, 
and still there is little activ ity . 
Growers are hoping that 
the nex t few day s will see material improv ement. Mean­ 
time it is in order to call attention to the need for more 
general co-operativ e effort as to nex t y ear’s cr<ai. 
The 
co-operators hav e certainly an adv antage in crop dis­ 
posal, and this is a good time to remind independents of 
their du ty to themselv es and to their indu stry . 
Food Administrator M erritt has been qu oted as say ­ 
ing: 
"There is 
1 1 0 reason, at the present time, why the 
packer shou ld not contract for the crop. The gov ernment 
needs a large pack of canned fru it and v egetables, and 
any attempt to create u neasiness in the mind of the pro­ 
du cer, or any attempt to limit the pack in qu antity and 
qu ality , is contrary to pu blic interest. 
It is the v iew of 
the food administration that the packing indu stry shou ld 
take immediate steps to clear u p this situ ation.”
